He was a 
man of many attractive characteristics, 
full of a live interest in affaire, 
sympathetic, suggestive and of large 
intellectual resources. His upright 
character was recognized by all who 
knew him. His wife survives him 
and six children, three daughters, who

A. and Frederick H . who are mem- 
bora of the editorial force of Tht 
Oottrant, and Henry W. who is en- 
gineer in charge of the Hartford water 
works system.

John Brookeleby of this city, Re* , 
Oviatt, the venerable chap 
lam of the Twenty fifth Connecticut 

regiment, Rev. Dr. A s. Obeeebroogh, 

Ariel Parish, whose death recently 
occurred in the west, and 1'iofessor 
John Lord Taylor. A tier graduation 
M r \ vers became an instructor in 
the Deaf and Dumb asylum and was 
connected with theoorpaot instruction 
for more than thirty yeara. lie was 
one of the organizers of the Asylum
